WHEATFIELD, N.Y.—Production is 
underway on the first four of twelve new 
air cushion vehicles, the LACV-30, 
which the Army is adding to its ship-to- 
shore lighter fleet. First deliveries are 
slated for 1981 from Bell Aerospace 
Textron’s Niagara Frontier Operations 
here. 

According to officials of the Army’s 
Mobility Equipment Research and De- 
velopment Command (MERADCOM), 
the LAC V-30 (Lighter, Amphibious Air 
Cushion Vehicle) will provide a major 
improvement in the Army’s capability to 
move containers from ship to shore to 
inland marshalling areas—over water, 
marginal areas, beaches, ice, and snow. 

Designed to carry two 20-foot MIL- 
VAN containers, the vehicle can also 
haul wheeled and tracked vehicles, en- 
gineer equipment, pallets, and other 
general cargo. With a 30-ton payload, it 
will be able to make a more rapid tran- 
sition over the shore and can quickly 
discharge ashore, thus avoiding beach 
congestion and improving cargo 
throughput. 

An optional bow-mounted swing 
crane allows unloading of containers in 
locations where shore-based equipment 
is not available. The vehicles will be 
used primarily in the LOTS (lighter, 
over-the-shore) missions as a lighter in 
combat service support operations, and 
will also support secondary missions 
such as coastal, harbor, and inland wa- 
terway roles, search and rescue, and 
medical emergencies. 

The LACV-30 was developed in re- 
sponse to an Army requirement issued in 
1974. Two off-the-shelf prototypes were 
manufactured in 1975 and underwent 
evaluation in a variety of tests and exer- 
cises. 
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The new LAC V-30 is essentially a 
stretched and modified version of the 
**Voyageur’’ air cushion vehicle, first 
built by Bell in Canada in 1971. An 
11%-foot stretch increases the new 
craft’s cargo deck size to 51% feet by 
32% feet. 

The new craft has more powerful en- 
gines, improved propellers, and an air 
management system to provide maxi- 
mum engine protection in the hostile 
sand and salt environment of coastal 
areas where the craft will normally op- 
erate. 

Power is provided by two Pratt &

power rating of 1400 and a maximum 
rating of 1800. A crew of two is needed 
to operate the vehicle. Additional seat- 
ing for four is provided in the elevated 
control cabin. 


TENTATIVE APPROVAL

WASHINGTON — Secretary of the 
Army Clifford L. Alexander, Jr., has 
given tentative approval for the con- 
struction of the East Coast’s largest 
crude oil refinery. To be located at 
Portsmouth, Virginia, the $660 million 
refinery would process up to 250,000 
barrels of crude oil daily and have stor- 
age for 12 million barrels. 

Further approval must be obtained 
from the Department of Interior and the 
Environmental Protection Agency. 

If built, this would be the first refin- 
ery constructed on the East Coast since 
1957. Supporters believe it is necessary, 
since the East Coast now refines only 23 
percent of its needs. The Departments of 
Energy, Defense, Labor, and Treasury 
support construction of the refinery.
